Provided that the Central Government may , if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule . 

6 . Liability to serve in the Defence Service - Any person holding a degree in 
Engincering or equivalent qualification appointed to the post of Economic Investiga 
tor Grade I in the Planning Commission on or after the commencement of these 
rules , shall , iť so required , be liable to serve in any Defence Service or post connect 
ed with Defence of India , for a period of not less than four years including the 
period spent on training , if any ; 
Provided that such person 
( a ) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years 

from the date of appointment; and 
( b ) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as aforesaid after attaining the 

age of forty years . 
7. Power to relax . - Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is neces 
gary or expedient to do so , it may , by order , for reasons to be recorded in writing 
and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission , relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category or persons.
